Children Are Still Dying 
In Unused Refrigerators 


The turn of a screw can save 
a child’s life. 
Removal of a few screws that 
hold the lock stop in place is 
all it takes to maite an unused 
or abandoned refrigerator harm­ 
less. 
Yet. small children are still 
dying in old refrigerators be­ 
cause nobody bothered to re­ 
move those screws. 
Thomas N 
Boate, manager 
of the Accident Prevention De­ 
partment of the Association of 
Casualty and Surety Compa­ 
nies. today appealed 
for 
re­ 
newed efforts to eliminate these 
death traps 
"Youngsters like to crawl into 
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small, cozy holes.” he said “Too 
often, they find an old refriger­ 
ator — left in an empty house, 
perhaps, or stored in a garage 
— irresistible They crawl in. 
pull the door shut — and they're 
locked in an airtight chamber 
If they’re not found in a hurry, 
they die there.” 
Several 
years 
ago. 
Boate 
pointed out. the number of such 
deaths rose to tragic propor­ 
tions An intensive campaign to 
acquaint 
the 
public with the 
dangers of unused refrigerators 
helped to reduce the toll But the 
needless deaths didn’t stop 
"Just a few days ago in Long 
Island/’ Mr. Boate noted, “two 
brothers, seven and five years 
old. were found suffocated in a 
refrigerator stored in the fam­ 
ily garage And there have been 
other cases recently ” 
The lives of many children 
would be saved, he said, if ev­ 
erybody would take these sim­ 
ple precautions: 
1—When a refrigerator is be­ 
ing stored for future use. the 
catch or lock stop should be 
removed from the door sill. On 
most models, the lock stop is 
held by only two screws. 
2—When a refrigerator is to 
be abandoned or junked, the 
door hinges and door should be 
completely removed and 
dis­ 
posed of separately.

These colorful people carved 
totem poles — not as symbols 
of worship, but as records (rf 
important events. More than a 
hundred photographs and line 
drawings depict all the kinds of 
totem poles — grave figures, 
house-front poles, house posts, 
m e m o r i a l 
poles, welcom­ 
ing poles, mortuary poles, and 
ridicule poles. Clear explana­ 
tions 
illuminate 
the symbols 
that Totemland Indians caned 
on their totem poles and 
on 
their carefully wrought canoe 
paddles, " t a l k i n g 
sticks.” 
grease dishes and other arti­ 
facts. 
Behind these intriguing relics 
lies the story of the Indians" cul­ 
ture — their daily lives, their 
scores of guardian spirits, the 
myths by which they l i v e d , 
their shamans, the pole-raising 
ceremony — the “ potlatch" — 
and its days-long ritual. 
Today's Northwest Coast Indi­ 
ans h a v e largely abandoned 
their ancestors’ customs.

longer do they carve true totem 
poles. But attractive endpaper 
maps in The Totem Pole In­ 
dians pinpoint

Specific information spot­ 
lights totem-pole areas current­

Joseph H. Wherry’s articles 
about Indian lore, travel, and 
popular science have appeared

and journals. A resident of San­ 
ta Rosa, Calif., Wherry has ob­ 
tained his information at First 
hand — by interviewing the In­ 
dians and by photographing and 
sketching the totem poles. 


ONE MAN S MONTANA - by 
John K Hutchens — Lippincott 
— $4 95 
Hutchens arrived in Montana 
in the summer of 1917, when he 
was nearing his 12th birthday. 
In nearly half the b o o k he 
plays the role of the raptly at­ 
tentive youngster, listening to 
the Old Timers reminisce about 
the wild. rugged days of the 
late 19th Century. 
"It was a h - - - of a time in 
Alder Gulch and its metropolis, 
Virginia 
City, 
my 
ancient 
friends used to say .. .” and the 
Old Timers summon back the 
sights and sounds of the gold 
camps, the stagecoach robber­ 
ies: the memories of Custer and 
Chief Joseph of the Nez Perces, 
Calamity Jane and the fabu 1-ous 
strike of prospector T o m m y 
Cruse — “Gold at the grass­ 
roots!” 
Then follow some adventures 
of the author as an adolescent 
and a young reporter, still seek­ 
ing out the pulse and color of 
the old days, as well as a long 
chapter on three of the titans 
of the mining industry, who 
ruled Montana s affairs for so 
many years. The e are affec­ 
tionate portraits of Helena and 
| Butte, a story about the ghost 
town at Granite Mountain, and 
another on 
the old frontier 
painter, Charlie Russell. 
There even is an account of 
I the Dempsey-Gibbons fight of 
I 1923 and a delightful anecdote 
I about a little old baseball fan 
I known as Postcard Smith. 
| 
Hutchens, now widely known 
I as a critic, left Montana f o r 
I New York in 1927.

BACKGROUND 
IN 
VIET 
NAM — Perhaps tile first au­ 
thoritative account of last year's 
assassination of Ngo Dinh Diem 
in South Vietnam has now been 
published. Written by foreign 
correspondent Suzanne Labin. it 
is entitled "Vietnam: An Eye­ 
witness Account" (published by 
Crestwood B o o k s . Box 301 
Springfield, Va.; SI 50». 
The author provides a clear­ 
er understanding of the role of 
American foreign policy in the 
Vietnamese war One presiden­ 
tial candidate has called 
for 
"victory" in this war; the other 
indicates that is the course of 
action presently pursued; and 
no one suggests that perhaps 
Americans 
shouldn't be there 
in the first p l a c e . This book 
provides evidence that the U S. 
government is doing as much to 
hinder the anti-communist war 
as it is to help it 
The book s chief attribute is 
the compiling of evidence show­ 
ing how the American people 
have been misled by their own 
press with regard to the Diem 
regime. The author stoutly de­ 
fends the regime against the at­ 
tacks made against it. And she 
has good reason to do so. at 
least insofar as reporting the 
truth is concerned. 
But in doing so. she places 
herself in the position of de­ 
fending a government that has 
rejected capitalism in favor of 
a form of “ limited socialism 
She cites such socialistic meas­ 
ures as 
land reform" to prove 
that the government was not 
"reactionary.” 
In so doing, she inadvertently 
points up the chief weakness in 
American foreign policy. For 
what is the U S. doing in the 
first place — trying to defend 
one socialist nation against a 
different kind of socialism* Left 
unanswered in the book is t h e 
question; By what right does 
die U.S. Government commit 
American resources and lives to 
defend 
any 
foreign 
nation 
This question w o u l d apply 
whether or not the Diem regime 
was "good” or 
bad. 
Also left out of the book was 
an analysis of the aid given to 
the North Vietnamese govern­ 
ment through our foreign aid to 
Poland, which in turn conducts 
its own foreign aid program to 
North Vietnam. Obviously, the 
most effective anti-communist 
action possible would be a sus­ 
pension of all aid to commu- 
mst countries — Brown. 


Cavalcade 
Ends Latest 
Musical Tour 


NORADs “Cavalcade of Mu­ 
sic" recently concluded another 
successful tour of Canada and 
the United States during which 
they performed before more 
than 200.000 people. 
Under the direction of their 
founder and director, U S. Air 
Force Lieutenant Colonel Mark 
Azzoima, the Cavalcade appear­ 
ed at the Central Canada Ex­ 
hibition. Ottawa, and made a 
return appearance at the New 
York World s Fair. 
At the Canadian exhibition, 
the NORAD Cavalcade was the 
featured musical attraction and 
during their nine-day appear­ 
ance they performed 
18 full 
scheduled concerts. 
All attendance records were 
broken and it was estimated by 
exhibit officials that the Caval­ 
cade appeared before more than 
125.000 people. 
A number of music personal­ 
ities appeared as guest con­ 
ductors at the exhibit which 
this year featured such 
show 
business figures as Andy Wil­ 
liams. Red Skelton and the Os­ 
mond Brothers Guest conduc­ 
tors included Squadron Leader 
Clifford O Hunt. Music Super 
visor for the Royal Canadian 
Air Force; Lieutenant Hon Mil­ 
ne. commander of the Canadian 
Guards Band; Flying Officer

In the End, Nobody Wanted Johnathan Leaper. 


In 1862, Johnathan le a p e r 
spit a t a horny toad, cursed 
his fortune, g ath ered up his 
b eard 
a n d 
m oved 
dow n 
into South Park, w h ere he 
prom ptly settled in an old 
cabin ten m iles above the 
Salt W orks, on a lonely road 
leading to w ard C anon City. 
There, as w e Ic erne am ong 
the local residents as C arrie 
N atio n a t a Saloonkeeper's 
ronvention, he set forth on his ow n pe- 
ruliar 
anti-p o verty-sh are-th e-w ealth 
pro­ 
gram, w hich unfortunately for his donors, 
nvolved h~rse stealing, robbery an d m ur­ 
der. It w as m urder that even tu ally landed 
he bearded one upon the register in the 
•editorial jail in D enver C ity and subse­ 
quently upon the pages o f one of Colo- 
ado's lesser kncw n history books. M urder 
rind a rather w a rp ed sense o f hum or to 
;ay the least. 
With a personality lacking 
even a little charm, his physical 
appearance would have thrilled 
an anthropologist of our own 
time. 
One writer, perhaps preju­ 
diced. described Leaper in the 
following terms: “He was six 
feet tall, weighed 200 pounds in 
his stocking feet, (which he sel­ 
dom wore), and had a counte­ 
nance that looked more like a 
beast's than a man's. He had 
small, snake-like eyes, set deep 
in his head, beneath a low 
forehead and a thick, black, 
beard that covered his entire 
face.” 
It was probably his beard that 
accounted for the fact that “He 
seldom spoke and had the laugh 
of a maniac.” The writer con­ 


cluded: “He was a silent viL 
lain with his mind upcn his hell­ 
ish business.” In short Johna­ 
than Leaper actually did pretty 
well just to get up in the morn­ 
ing. 
The crowning achievement in 
Leapers brief career occurred 
in the fall of 1062 as the pros­ 
pectors up in California Gulch 
began moving out of the high 
country before the approaching 
winter months. It had been a 
prosperous year and a consid­ 
erable sum of gold nuggets and 
dust passed through the area. 
One evening at dude, a miner, 
an apparently naive individual, 
whose name was misplaced by 


historians in their fervent ef­ 
forts to present the real drama 
involved bere, stopped by Leap1 
er’s cabin searching for the 
road to Denver. 
Leaper, probably beside him­ 
self with his own kind of Joy, 
must have smirked behind his 
beard as be informed the stran­ 
ger that the Denver road was 
some distance away. 
He may even have smiled 
slightly as he further informed 
the late traveller that his cabin 
was the only residence in a 36 
mile area. 
Prompted by die chill night 
air and encouraged by Johna­ 
than's seeming display of hos­ 
pitality the prospector soon 
found himself in front of a glow­ 
ing fire, exchanging tales with 
Leaper that involved his good 
fortune in the gold country. In 
fact he informed Johnathan 
Leaper that he now carried over 


a thousand dollars worth of 
gold on his person. 
If Leaper ever suffered from 
sleeplessness certainly he must 
have laid awake that night aft­ 
er the fire had died and his 
new found friend had been put 
to bed, gold and all 
His small, “snake-like eyes, 
set deep in his slanted fore­ 
head,” must have twinkled for 
fair as his fevered mind pon­ 
dered his good fortune. 
In the morning, following 
mine sort of breakfast, Johna­ 
than led the stranger and his 
mule through the wooded area 
behind his cabin toward an 
imaginary 
road to 
Denver. 
When some distance along he 
stopped suddenly, dismounted 
from his own horse and order­ 
ed his guest of the previous 
night down. Grabbing the star­ 
tled prospector at the throat 
Leaper thrust his beant in the 
poor man's face and demanded 
Ltd pistol and gold. 
Perhaps it was th* beard or 
mayoe just tne “snake lite 
fcyes,” but in any event the poor 
man gave up his gold and re­ 
volver without a struggle. It was 
at this point that Leaper dis: 
played a sudden burst of wild 
creativity. Forcing the gentle­ 
man back on his mule, John 
bound the man's feet together 
with a lariet beneath the ani­ 


mal’s belly, removed his bridal 
and with a swat sent man and 
beast 
tearing 
through 
tne 
woods. 
For two days this strange pah- 
made their way up hill and 
down over meadowlands a n d 
through heavy timber, the ani­ 
mal stopping to drink and eat 
while his unfortunate rider suf­ 
fered. At night, however, the 
beast lay on his stomach seem­ 
ing to appreciate the prospec­ 
tor's plight. 
On the third morning the rid­ 
er happened into an area where 
a woodcutter was at work. 
Shouting loudly, he was able to 
summon the assistance of the 
woodsman who at once began 
pursuit of the pair. The mule 
now completely bewildered first 
by his captive rider and now 
by the woodcutter moved with 
renewed vigor. 
Toward evening, the woodcut­ 
ter, beginning to sense a need 
for desperate action fired a pis­ 
tol shot through the poor ani­ 
mal’s bead, felling him. Ihen, 
releasing the victim, the two 
men retired to a sheltered area 
nearby while the miner rested 
from his ordeal Our early writ­ 
er reported at this point that 
they were surrounded by wolves 
that night, which certainly add­ 
ed something to an already com­ 
plex plot

Following several days rest 
the miner at last gained the use 
of his limbs and journeyed on 
to Denver. Here he immediate­ 
ly reported the affair, which 
made a lasting impression on 
the local 
Following an exact descrip­ 
tion, from "beard to snake-like 
eyes," it was immediately de­ 
termined that the robber was 
none other than the mysterious 
stranger of Warders Hill, known 
as Johnathan Leaper. 
it is at this point in our nar­ 
rative that Col. Farnham was 
called in, out of desperation. 
The colonel was known by all in 
those days of 62 "as a sharp de­ 
tective and a man of nerve." 
Cot Farnham journeyed 
at 
once to the area where Leaper 
lived and after seeing three 
men in the cabin and not just 
one, came to die surprising con­ 
clusion that Leaper was 
not 
alone. 
In a brilliant move. Col Farn­ 
ham disguised himself as 
a 
tramp, by tying a coffee pot and 
a blanket upon his back 
He 
then proceeded to rap upon the 
door of the cabin where the 
thieves were apparently split­ 
ting some recent plunder. 
In the pathetic manner of a 
starving 
man Col. 
Farnham 
plended with the beared man 
who answered his summons for 
eat 


He was promptly robbed of 
his blanket, coffee pot and a sil­ 
ver watch, then kicked heartily 
out of the cabin 
Johnathan 
seeming to be in an unusually 
expansive mood. 
But Farnham wasn't beaten. 
Returning to the cabin follow­ 
ing the departure of Leapers 
cronies, he again pleaded 
to 
Johnathan's generosity (which 
showed keen imagination on the 
part of the colonel) as he again 
requested "a crust of bread” 
Leaper evidently deciding that 
he must be rid of the old man 
turned his back to get the bread 
and at this instant Col. Farn­ 
ham felled the robber and hand­ 
cuffed him with a gun and 
cuffs that he carried 
in his 
boot. (This explained his stag­ 
gered gait which had always 
been a matter of concern to his 
friends on the force at home.) 
Now in any red blooded West­ 
o n saga. Leaper would have 
been hung and justice satis­ 
fied. But not so in this instance. 
The unfortunate rider had died 
while the colonel was horsing 
around in the hills with Leaper. 
General Sam Brown who was 
then prosecuting attorney for 
Colorado, now without a com­ 
plaining witness ordered th e 
prisoner turned loose from the 
jail in Denver, in a last ditch 
effort to at least save the tax­ 
payers additional expenses. 


"But," in the words of his 
jailer, "Leaper would not turn 
loose worth a cent." 
In fact Leaper, seeming to 
sense a kind of security in­ 
formed his cantors that: 
"He would board in this bo­ 
tel or burn it down." 
To simply put him on the 
streets would 
be dangerous! 
This was obvious. To keep him 
would prove costly. It cost a 
dollar a day to feed him and ac­ 
cording to the officers: "He 
took his meat raw like a beast 
and ate more in a day tnan i 
dog would in two " 
Again, nervy Col. Farnham 
was called into the case. It 
was decided to tell Leaper that 
a group of miners welt coming 
down from the mountains 
to 
hang him. Leaper didn’t think 
much of this and immediately 
asked to be released. Just as 
he stepped forth from the door 
of the prison on Fourteenth 
Street Col. Farnham raised his 
revolver and fired three shots 
into the air Leaper, fearing the 
worst, moved rapidly down the 
street 
running 
at 
breakneck 
speed, beard and all. 
Again, in most stories this 


would have masked the end of 
an unpleasant chain of events 
but not so with Johnathan Leap­ 
er, for just then a party of mili­ 
tia happened down the street 
under the command of Col. John 
Wanless. Two of the soldiers 
happening over a bridge on 
Holladay Street spied Leaper 
moving rapidly down the street 
from the bastille. Hearing the 
shots from Col. Fam ham’s gun 
and thinking it an escape they 
order the man to halt, but Leap­ 
er wasn't halting. 
The militia men quickly, "fill­ 
ed Leapers hide with lead," as a 
witness put it, and he was car­ 
ried back to jail much to the 
sorrow of his jailers! There he 
was nursed back to health. Fol­ 
lowing his slow recovery Leap­ 
er finally was persuaded 
to 
leave Colorado. 
Some few months later, John­ 
athan Leaper spit at a homey 
toad, cursed his fortune, gath­ 
ered up his beard and robbed an 
Indian Agent in Montana 
He 
was promptly and neatly hung. 
You see Johnathan Leaper 
neglected to split the take with 
the agent following the bogus 
robbery.
